Among the visitors at the feel 
“Kiwanis meeting at the Driard on 
“Tuesday evening were Mr. 
Boyle, and Mr. H. J. Macdonald of 
“Edmonton, Kiwanian A. G. Gross, of 
Puyallup, ‘Wash., and Messrs. Gould, 
Simpson and Thomson of Wetaski- 
win. 

The speaker of the evening was 
Prof. Harvey of the Department of 
"Hconomics of the, University of Al- 
berta anl his subject “The Causes 
of War.” The Professor stated that 
there is more data available on the 
causes of war now than formerly. 
“When the Bolshevists gained ac- 
‘cess to the Russian archives many 
interesting documents were made 
available to . the. student, similarly 
when the German Republicans over- 
threw the Kaiser’s government many 
interesting documents of an Interna-| 
‘tional nature were made public prop- 
erty, some of them having marginal 
notations made by the Kaiser and 
his ministers in their own handwrit- 
‘ing. It was not known at the time 
tthe notations’ were made_ that later 
‘these would be published. But Ger- 
man decuments have been published 
and fill 40 bulky volumes. Later the 
British and French documents were |: 
published. 

In the speaker’s opinion the econ- 
omic factor as'a cause of war hee 
‘been over-estimated. War is less pro- 
fitable than it used to be and also 
less respectable. The military cliques: 
in the different countries are the 
greatest’ fomentors of war. ‘In the 
last 50 years most’ Huropean wars 
‘have had their‘origin in the Balkan 
States.

BEER PARLOR VOTE UNLIKELY 
FOR 1932 OBSERVERS CLAIM 


Edmonton,Feb. 6—Alberta’s liquor 
profits dropped to $1,738,954.22 in 
the government fiscal year ending 
March 31, 1931. 

This was revealed in the annual 
report of R. J. Dinning, chairman of 
the Liquor Control Board, tabled in 
the legislature Irriday afternoon iby 
Hon. i. 7. Lymburn, attorney-general. 
Gross sales. reached $4,678,109.07 and 
the gross profit was given as $1,809,- 
553.78. 3 

Nearly 9 per cent of the total 
sales were beer, ale and stout, total- 
ling 3,542,000 gallons, with  spiritu- 


ous liquor sales amounting to 
148,000 gallons, and wine sales 
163,000 gallons. Gallonage tax was 
collected on 3,521,000 gallons of 
liquor manufactured in the _ prov- 
ince and disposed of to Alberta 
brewers, while another 360,000 gal- 


lons of beer was sold to brewers 


in other provinces.

Should the government decide not 
to grant a plebiscite, ~there -may 
be representations for the other al- 
ternative. being followed. That is 
one of acting upon the _ petition by 
amendment to the Liquor act, with- 
out need of taking a vote of the 
people.—Journal.
